AID TO FARMERS 


Says Department of Agriculture 


Work Must Go On. 


LABORS FOR CONSERVATION, 


Far-reaching Legislation Administered 


by Scientist* of Rank Brings Good 
Results to Tillers of Soil—Food and 
Drugs Act Upheld to the Letter. 


Ill his InauRuiul address President 


Tuft t-alled atte:i(li'U to the deficit then 
minting ID the leu-nuen and the con- 
xti|Uvut neceuMtj for i!gid economy in 
e.\pendlturea. Howeier. the president 
Mlnsk-d out the depmtment of uj;ricul- 
ture us an exception. He said, to quote 
lilrt vtact words. "In the department 
of agriculture the use of scientific ex- 
periments on a I.irse ncale, and the 
spread of Inform itlon derived from 
ihem for the impr-memem of general 
agriculture rnuht K<> on." This view 
the president has, -.icndlly maintained, 
and repeatedly bus ur^ed appropria- 
tions for the work of the department. 


In his comprehensive message on 


conservation President Taft said. 'The 
feature that tra::u,<.-c::t!t all others. In- 
C'ludliiK woods, waters, minerals, is1 the 
soil of the couuto," »r'd that all means 
at the government's disposal should be 
USed to conserve the soils, adding, "a 
_>vork of the utmost Importance to In- 
form and instruct the public on this 
<&Ief branch of the conservation of our 
resources Is beiti« carried on success- 
fully In the department of agriculture." 


Reports made recently to Secretary 


Wilson of the depatttnent of agricul- 
ture by the heads of his bureaus justi- 
fy this solicitude on the part of the 
president for the department, lu call- 
ing for these reports the secretary ask- 
ed that they be -brief and that they 
mention notable achievements of the 
last live years only. Inasmuch as that 
period Is really the period of fruition 
In the department, the period during 
which, owing to the broad foundation*-- 
previously laid 
L>y the training and 


grouping of tunny corps of scientific 
men. by securing fan caching Icglsla 
tlon. by gathering together masses or 
statistics and oilier Information, by 
providing scientific and other equip 
merit, it has been possible to produce 
most marvelous results for the com 
tnon good of the people.
